Reverend Father Ernest Cooney, 
yesterday's speaker at the Newman 
Club, recalled past events of the 
club when It was under his guid- 
ance. The meeting was held at the 
Sacred Heart Convent, Atwater 
avenue, at 10:00 a.m. 

Father Cooney was the chaplain 
of the Club from its beginning to 
the first' term of 1941. He did much 
to give it ils present importance. It 
is not easy, he said, to lay the foun- 
dations for such an organization. 
All clubs, when young, have diffi- 
culties. 

The Newman Club grew from the 
Columbian Club when the latter 
became less active. Subsct|uently> it 
was affiliated with the Federation 
ot Newman Clubs of the United 
Stales: then formed a Canadian 
Province and became part of a 
Canadian Federation and one of its 
most active members. From a small 
group the club has grown to a mem- 
bership of 150 paid-up members. 

Father Cooney said that the work 
v.'as done by the students them- 
selves and not at all by the priests, 
who are the helpers and super- 
visors. ""Cor, ad cor loquitur", Is 
truly our mottol" said the speaker. 

The best part of Father Cuoney's 
address was devoted to St. Thomas 
Moore, the scholar, the statesman, 
the man. '^omas Moore was Lord 
Chancellor of England and perhaps 
the only layman to hold this office. 
He lived In a lime of reforms. He 
was a lover of fine arts. He show- 
ed such qualifications, that he en- 
tered parliament when 2S years

Addresses

Advantages of 
Hillel Movement 
. Fully Discussed 



"The Hillel Foundation o.'fers 
Jewish students a coordinated cui' 
tural program, and the establish' 
ment of better Interfalth relations", 
Samuel Moscovitch, president of 
the Canadian Conference ot B'nal 
Brith, told the Maccabcan Circle 
yesterday afternoon, in the Grill- 
room of .the Union. 

The HUlel foundation started in 
1020, said* Mr. Moscovitch, when 
Ml'. Benjamin Frankel realized the 
need for coordinated Jewish activi- 
ties on the American campus. 
Frankel organized a small group at 
the University ot Chicago and 
named it after "one. of the greatest 
Hebrew scholars", Rabbi HUlel. 
l^is movement grew, according to 
the speaker, until at the present 
time, it is established at 120 univer- 
sities in the United States and Can- 
ada, the whole Foundation being 
backed, financially, by the B'nal 
Brith. 

Also present at the meeting of 
the Mace Circle was the director 
of the HUlel Foundation at Queen's 
University. Rabbi Gelman, who out- 
lined the outstanding success of the 
group there, "strongly" recommend- 
ing its establishment at McGill. 

Mr. Moscovitch concluded his 
address with an enumeration of the 
advantages of HUlel, such ai the 
establishment of a united Jewish 
voice on the campus, of a house 
where coordinated activities might 
take place, and finally of better 
interfalth relations among the 
students.. 

"Hie Hjllel Foundation's estab- 
lishment on the campus would 
mean the fusion of the Avukah and 
the Maccal>ean Circle," stated a 
member of the executive of the 
latter club in an Interview with the 
Daily. .In view , , of. this fact, the 
Mace Circle wUI hold a joint execu- 
tive meeting with Avukah tomor- 
row evening, at " 4375 Oxford 
Avenue.

A few years later a holder for 
the bayonet was added, although 
in, those days. the bayonet was used 
without benefit! of a rifle. . 
62. POUNDS. 

By the year 432 B.C. the web was 
supportihig the fuir 62 pounds used 
today. However, it had manifest 
imperfections. It could be assembled 
by a squad of seven men in less 
than four hours, and could be worn 
with comfort - by a normal man. 
provided he had two left shoulders. 

For the next two years Improve- 
ments were added to such an ex- 
tent that at one time an entire 
army was lost, somewhere under 
Its web equipment

'The' basis of discrimination 
against minority groups Is purely 
economic in ^^or|g|n,*'j^tcstated ^'.Dr. 
Max Yergan'at %'e^ 'plenary'^session 
yesterday afternoon, in summing up 
the conclusions of the conference 
on "National Groups and Minorities 
in the Post-war World." 

IWs conference, held at the' High 
School of Montreal and ' at the 
Y.M.C.A. over the weekend, was 
sponsored by the FcUowship of the 
Christian Sccial Order, and l'Union 
DemocraUque, .supported biy mem- 
bers Of Uie British West Indian So- 
ciety, the Students* ChrisUan 
Movement the Student Labor Club, 
Y.M.C.A.. Y.W,C.A., and oUier 
groups. 

Dr. Yergan first spoke on Friday 
evenbig at the Montreal High 
School Auditorium on "Imperialism 
in the Post-War World," saying that 
racial or color disclmlnatlon Is 
merely the weapon forged to fur- 
ther the Interests of economic ex- 
ploltaUon. 

This subject was continued on 
Saturday afternoon, when "Minori- 
ties in the Post-War World" was 
discussed by three groups of the 
whole conference. These groups 
presented resolutions to a "Resolu- 
tion Committee" which summed up 
these resolutions before, the plenary 
session yesterday afternoon. After 
this,.; Dr. Yergan gave the closing 
aildress of the conference, in which 
he repeated that the princdples 
enunciated at Teheran, of coUabora- 
'.ion between peoples and nations, 
are expressions of Uie mass opinion

Is Topic Today 

Dutch Officer tells 
Of Actual Conditions 
In South America 

Jan 'Versteg, a warrant officer of 
the Royal Netherlands army, is to 
be the speaker at the Cosmopolitan 
Club luncheon today. His talk, deal- 
ing with life and conditions in the 
Argentine during the early months 
of the present war, wiU take place 
at 1.30 in the Union Music Room. 
The club considers the subject a 
particularly topical one in view of 
the recent developments in that 
country, and this is' the reason 
given for having the talk this week 
given by a non-member of the Club. 
•' The speaker, for the five years 
immediately preceding the invasion 
of Uie Netherlands by the Wer- 
macht lived In the Argentine, first 
as a breeder of horses on a large 
estanda, and later as a translator 
for a large business firm In the 
city. During his time there he suoke 
to people of all classes and shades 
ot poUtlcal view.. experimented m 
giving progressive wage rates lo 
the Argentine peons, and got to 
know the ' country as only, a mem- 
ber of a conflrmedly neutral coun- 
try can In such times of crisis. 

When Holland . was invaded, he 
left the ' Argentine and made his 
way up to Canada, where he en- 
listed in the Dutch army in exile, 
his time in training and on leave 
being spent In Canada and the 
U.S.A. At the present time he Is 
staUoncd In the Royal NeUierlands 
consulate-general on Stanley Street

The Students War CouncH is con- 
tinning the campaign begun by the 
Engineering Undegraduate Society 
lo enrol a larger proportion ot tho 
student body in the R«d Cross 
Blood Donor Service. As an integral 
part of this campaign, it has ar« 
ranged, in cooperation with the 
Film Society, to show a movie ex- 
plaining the clinical procedure of 
blood donations. In addiUon to this, 
the Council has made arrangements 
for enrolment forms to be oblain» 
able at various points about the 
campus to facilitate the registraUon 
of new donors. ^ 

The movie, which is being shown 
at 5 p.m. today in room 350 of the 
Biology, was prepared by the 
National Film Board in Ottawa, and 
shows the complete process of ex- 
tracting and preparing the blood for 
the Red Cross plasma bank. It be- 
gins by following a donor Into a 
clinic, and then shows the whole 
procedure during and following the 
removal of nea'rly a pint of . blood, 
explaining Uie procedure through- 
cut. The execuUve committee of the 
War Council hopes that this movie 
will clear up a number of doubla 
and fears that are due to Ignorance, 
and. that materially reduce, the 
nunfber' ot contributors. 

The fonns on which new donors 
can register to give blood are lo- 
cated at five points about the cam- 
pus: 

(1) - Engineering Building with 
Fred Barton.

These registration forms need not

health of the donors .and ensure that 
there is no danger involved In giv- 
ing blood. As a further precauUon, 
every donor is given a medical ex- 
amination before prbceding Into th« 
clinic.

If only by dint of constant 
repetition, he must be aware of the fact by 
this time. He does not consider the privi- 
lege as important as the consequent respon- 
Bibility, however; for to justify the faith of 
the government in his ability to become a 
valuable citizen, he must finance himself, 
obtain good grades, and take a certain 
' amount of military training. 

This is a rather hca^-j' burden for a 
young person, but the student appears to 
be carrj-ing it successfully. His responsi- 
bilities do not end at this point, iiowcvcr, 
for he is under a moral obligation to his 
brothers in the armed forces. He must do 
all in his power to ensure that the war will 
come to a speedy end by his conduct on the 
homo front. This is his duty as a citizen. 

"We may say then that the student has 
two principal duties, one to his country, 
and the other to his brothers in arms. He 
fulfills the first by his study, and in so 
doing improves his own condition. He can 
fulfill the second by taking an enthusiastic 
part in the activities of the civilian com- 
munity to improve the lot of men and wo- 
men in thft armed forces. 

On the McGill campus the Students' 
Executive War Council is charged with 
direction of the students' effort along these 
lines. The Council has been working in 
collaboration with various committees and 
its work has met with considerable suc- 
cess. At the beginning of the session it 
inaugurated a drive for enrollment in tiic 
Canadian Red Cross blood donor service, 
and in all two hundred cards were filled 
out. The need for blood has increased 
however, and in the Montreal district the 
quota has been doubled. This means ttiat 
more students will have to contribute if the 
McGill quota is to be kept up. 

The necessity for ahd the use of the 
precious plasma has been stressed in all 
publications, on the air, and in the movies. 
The Red Cross does not want cigarettes or 
magazines, it docs not ask for entertainers 
for the troops, it is not concerned with the 
'soldiers in the training centres and in the 
executive offices, it begs for the lives of, 
the fighting soldiers on the front lines. It 
asks you to reach into the- foxholes and put 
life back in a human body. It asks YOU 
to save YOUR BROTHER'S LIFE.

At The MRT 

The Montreal Repertory Theatre's third ma- 
jor of the current season opened on Saturday 
evening at the Guy Street theatre, and will 
continue there Xor the rest ot this week with a 
matinee on the final Saturday. 

The play is "Suspect", by Edward Percy and 
Reginald Dcnham, a psychological drama con- 
cerning the venerable Scottish Juridical institu- 
tion of a "not proven" verdict, with Rosemary 
Bourne as the harried woman who in 1918 was 
neither convicted nor acquitted of the murder 
of her father and stepmother. Though this Is 
the least impressive of the MnT"s three produc- 
tions seen thus far this season, yet the cast car- 
ries it off not too badly under Neil Little's di- 
rection, and contrives a rather interesting even- 
ing without bringing superlatives humming 
about its .cars. 

Miss Bourne does herself credit with the 
central role, conversing rather than reciting 
lines, with a clear natural voice of many col- 
oiu-s and tempi. One could easily imagine her 
doing Barrie and O'Neill on the London stage; 
she has a practised style and a nice 'sense of 
audience' which mark her as a seasoned per- 
former; yet one felt too often, especially in the 
early scenes of the play, that she was acting 
rather more by eperience than by any depth 
of penetration into the character she meant to 
be. 

Miss Bourne portrayed Mrs, Smith with 
studied emotional pajn and unglamorized lack 
of grace; but it seemed hardly necessary that 
she play with so much less of the audience's 
sympthay than the authors would have allow- 
ed her. Her opening scenes were unneces- 
sarily high-pitched, too emotional and taut to 
give a proper surrounding of contrast to her 
moments of tense neurosis. 

All this does not alter the original statement 
that Miss Bourne gave a very good perform- 
ance. It was up to her to carrj- a very large 
part of the play, and that she did with confi- 
dence and some polish. Her scenes with Lil- 
lian Rowland in Act I and with John Ready and 
H. Norman Davis in Act HI were probably the 
features of the evening; each of the three cur- 
tain lines were also hers, and she missed none 
of their intended effect. But she was handi- 
capped by a slow, often static, contrasliess play, 
and not always did she manage to master that 
burden. 

John Ready in the male lead was excel- 
lent, showing obvious familiarity with the stage 
and its way, and dealing deftly with the desic- 
cated stratagem of "I know I've seen that face 
before— I never forget a face". H. Norman 
Davis played Dr. Rendlc with a certain air of 
naturalness; yet when, somewhere in the second 
act, he ended a speech with, "Oh I'm not being 
melodramalic, but— ", he unfortunately was. In 
this respect the authors were a hindrance to 
him rather than a help; yet he might have 
achieved a deeper and more credible character. 

Mercedes Mackay was rather stiff and col- 
ourless as the old Scottish maidservant, a fault 
'which might", have been remedied by a few 
more gestures and a more relaxed carriage. 
John Avcrill and Constance Klmber, he of the 
McGlU Players' Club, were the young couple 
of the piece, seeming a little too young for their 
parte, but doing well If not always smoothly. 
Lillian Rowland as Lady Const rapidly settled 
down from a somewhat affected entrance, and 
acted very capably In her occasional appear- 
ance. A. G. Dann tried hard to be fatuous as the 
country cleric, but lost a lltUe too much of his 
dignity in succeeding. 

Neil Little's direction was intelligent and 
fairly careful; Vera Lynn's set served all Its 
purposes. The full house gave the play its ap- 
preciation and its interested attenUon; thè MRT 
certainly deserved both. ' •

"Why do you thing I am so im- 
portant in relation to the future 
of McGill?" queried my friend 
George, in third year engineering, 
as we munched a sandwich in the 
McGill Union Grill.

"Gee" he said, "that's handing It 
out straight and a bit thick too, 
and anyway it's altogether too 
flattering." 

"It is all wrapped up In one word, 
George" I replied, '.'and that word 
is loyalty. And to repeat in part 
my previous remarks, your loyalty 
and that of your fellow undergra- 
duates towards yo'ur Alma Mater is 
going to be a determining factor as 
to what McGill win be In the years 
to come." . ;' . • • 

"I Just don't see it" he said. 

"Let me put it this way. 'What 
determines the good old college 
spirit? Is not the answer 'loyalty'? 
Loyalty to a football team, to a 
hockey team, to a professor, to 
your classmates, to the Founder, 
or to the institution as a whole 
As a student you have many ae< 
tlvitics, academic and social. You 
belong to various organizations 
and yoifr campus life is Inter- 
preted through a very excel- 
lent publication which ranks high 
<amongst college papers on this con- 
tinent, the McGill Dally. Your in< 
terests develop a keen sense of 
loyalty amongst those, like you, 
who have an appreciation of what 
they are enjoying, whilst some 
others failing to reallie their bless- 
ings arc unduly critical and dis: 
satisfied. 

"What happens to a soldier who 
is not loyal?" And answering the 
question I continued, "he gets shot 
does he not? What abbut the under- 
graduate who is not 16yal?" 

"He gets half shot" his eyes smil- 
ing at his witty sally. 

"You are right George, is half 
shot with indifference and lack ot 
appreciation,' missing ipuch of what 
life affords through his attitude. By 
his loyalty or otherwise, yours and 
mine, George, McGill— whose pro- 
ducts we are— is judged and so her 
future determined. The attitude of 
its graduates is reflected .to the 
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public and today McGllI depends to 
small extent upon public esteem for 
its capacity to function." 

He looked at me with questioning 
eyes, . "What has this to do with 
the Graduates' Society?" 

"Everything" I replied. "I am 
listening" he said. "You'll be pa- 
Went?" "Sure.' 

"Its history, embodied in a book- 
let 'My Old College' by Stephen 
Leacock issued last year, reflects in 
no uncertain manner the attitude 
of the Graduates' Society towards 
the welfare of McGill. 

"There was. In 1899, a McGlll 
University . Society from which 
sprang The Graduates' Society in 
1876. That year a Library Fund was 
established, and in 1880 the Society 
was Incorporated by Quebec Legis- 
lature and the. Dawson Fund was 
founded. In lOlI wo had a campaign 
to raise $1,500,000 for McGill, In 
which the Graduates' Society 
assisted. In 1012 was founded Mc- 
Gill Canadian Officers' Training 
Corps, the first of its kind on the 
continent A few -years later, v.'e 
promoted the construction of Mol- 
Eon Stadium and assisted the 
C.O.T.C. Inrecru/ting, equipping and 
training seven', cpmpanies, one Bat- 
talion ot Infantry and other units 
for service. When McGill campaign- 
ed for 18,500,000 in 1020, the gradu- 
ates subscribed $1,000,000 as well as 
rendering Inestimable service to the 
ctunpaign. In. 1921 we had a great 
reunion celebrating our. One Hun- 
dredth annivarsary, and those who 
were fortunate enough to be there 
recall it with many pleasant mem- 
ories. In that same year the gradu- 
ates elected their first representa- 
tive on the Board of Governors, and 
have been continuously represented 
ever since. The three govrnors at 
present are: Messrs. Hugh Crombie, 
Gordon McL. Pitts and G., Gordon 
Gale. The endowment fund which 
was founded a year later has a 
present value ot $96,000. 

"A direci,ory of graduates was 
published by the Society In 1924, 
and the preparation of a new onè 
Is now under way in the hope of 
publishing it after the war is over. 
From 1932 to 1934, the Society eon- 
ducted a series of one hundred 
radio broadcasts. In 1036, $160,000 
was raised for the consUructlon o£ a 
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January 27, 1944.

gymnasium, and in 1930 sufficient 
additional funds were collected to 
make possible the construction of 
the Sir Arthur Currle Gymnasium- 
Armoury, as well as $11,000 for war 
equipment for the C.O.T.C, 

Since the war commenced the 
Society has kept a complete record 
of the war services ot McGill men 
and women. At the present time 
we have 4,344 men and women on 
active service. The fees of those 
who arc graduates bring in over 
$10,000. Those ot whom we have 
addresses get the McGill News free 
of charge. So, if we wish to be 
materialistic about it this is a pre- 
sent contribution of the Graduates' 
Society ^îin^hélpiiig to keep alive 
amongst biur imen and women over- 
seas, the old spirit which should 
never die." 

"What is a Graduates' Society?"

The average student likes to de- 
lude himself into believing that he 
is physically tough, or at least that 
he is in "good " physical condition. 
This is particularly true of the man 
who has just received an A-1 cate- 
gory from the Medical Board. If 
you are one of these and someone 
tried to tell you that you were not 
only "physically unfit" but "physi- 
cally inefficient" a.s well, what 
would your reaction be? Naturally 
you would scoff at him, but with a 
few simple test« he could soon 
prove that you are not half as fit 
as you tiiink you are. Vou might be 
Medically Fit but what about your 
skill, stamina, strength, endurance, 
co-ordination and agility? How 
would your "medically fit"' body re- 
act under adverse conditions in the 
field of action? 

Three years ago the McGill De- 
partment of Physical Education 
tested over 1,200 members of the 
M.R.T.B. in such fundamental phys- 
ical activities as climbing, jiimi)ing, 
r I • -. i n ? and throwing|^n^ 



showed beyond any shadow of a 
doubt that there is a big difference 
between being "medically fit" and 
being "physically fit." Some cate- 
gory A-1 men could not scale an 
eight-foot wall, some could not chin 
themselves even once, some could 
not jump 3'8" In height, some took 
10 minutes to nm a mile, some 
wore unable to climb up a rope even 
when they used both their hands 
ftnd their feet. How would men such 
as this fare on a modern battle- 
front 7 

Thank gO'Xir.csr. the above-men- 
tioned men were by far in the min- 
ority bill the pcrfor.Tinncc of even 
those in the upper brackets of 
physical efficiency was nothing to 
shout about from the roof tops. If 
iou think YOU are tough take a 
look at the following tests which 
the boys in England have to go 
through In their Commando train- 
ing: 

THE BRITISH ARMY 
COMMANDO TEST 

1. Carrj' a man your own weight 
200 yards in 2 minutes, both with 
full battle dre.'s. 

2. Hun 'JO yards in shorts, don 
full battle drer;, sprint 80 yards in 
5'j minutes. 

3. Pass tests in hand to hand 
fighting, use of fist';, knees, thumbs,

6. Bayonet a dummy which 
drenches you with animal blood 
when punctured. 

7. Dive 30 foet into the water 
with full equipment and swim l.'i 
yards to shore. 

8. Run 2 miles in 16 minutes 
with full equipment, sprint 200 
yards, score hits in 3 out of 5 .-ihots 
in 50 seconds, then march 10 miles 
in two hours, - 

(In the running le.^ts conducted 
at McGill two years ago the aver- 
age time for running ONE mile in 
G\':.l SUITS AND RUNNING 
SHOES with no other events be- 
fore or after was Si* minutes.) 

Compared against standards such 
as these it Is doubtful if any of us 
at McGill would con.-^idcr ourselves 
to be really 'Fighting Fit." True 
enough we are not all destined to 
become Commandos but certainly 
we should possess sufficient physi- 
cal fitness to be able to cope with 
the stringent demands of modem 
w-irfare. 

Perhaps we arc not entirely to 
bLirr.r for allowing ourselves to bc- 
ro.^.c a race of 'softies.^ ^Laçk :

partly responsible, lack of parental 
jruidance and the pathetically weak 
place of physical education in tha 
school systems have also played 
their part but with all this we must 
not overlook our own persona] 
apathy, or if you will, laziness.

20,000 Students 
In Free China 
Join Services 

Movement Speads 
As End of War 
Is Foreseen 

More than 20,000 Chinese students, 
one-fourth of whom are women, 
have volunteered for military serv- 
ice in the past few weeks and daily 
hundreds more arc signing up, as 
the "Join-lhe-Army Movement" 
begins to spread throughout the 
universities and high schools in Free 
China. This the first time that 
China's students have registered lor 
war service en masse, although tticy 
have always been' in the forefront 
in the war of resistance and many 
have died in the defence of the 
country according to local inform- 
ation sources. 

So far the Chinese Government 
has refrained from compulsory 
methods and has ricpeatedly ■ post- 
poned the conscription * of college 
students into the army since train- 
ed men arc so few In China that 
they have to be kept for future 
needs. 

In the early part of the war 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai - shek 
and the educational leaders urged 
the students of China to stay at 
their desks and laboratories, for 
China needed trained personnel. 
The current "Jolnt-the-Army-Move- 
ment" shows the new temper that 
is developing in China and is a 
sure indication that both the Gov- 
ernment and the students them- 
selves sec the war approaching its 
final phase. The students want to 
be In it. They want to help to 
carry the war to the enemy.
